whatovor  of  intervening  there.  The  British  ambassador  left  tho 
Foreign  office  at  6*40  o'clock  this  ovening. 


At  IOiOC  A.U,  today,  tho  Motherlands  minister,  General  J,  C, 

Dabst,  called  on  tho  Foreign  Miniator,  mr,  Hachiro  Arita,  at  tho  latter's 
official  residence  under  instructions  from  his  hone  Government  with 
roforonce  to  tho  Foreign  Minister's  cominnication  to  tho  Netherlands 
Govornnunt  made  on  the  11th  of  this  month,  and  statod  that  the  Netherlands 
Govommont  aro  of  the  boliof  that  Groat  Britain,  tho  United  States  and 
Franco  have  no  intention  of  intervening  in  tho  Motherlands  East  Indies.
